It is expected that important supplies and material may be 
obtained through Canada for construction of sugar refineries 
and other efforts. In this regard there exists a 
possibility that commissions will be set up to be sent to Canada 
and other places with money to obtain supplies , make purchases , 
etc., which will be composed of Cuban officials. 

There are reports that in military warehouses there 
are large quantities of war material packed and ready for 
delivery. The purpose of this is known only to those who are 
in charge of this type of operation which is headed by a 
committee of five composed of one Russian and four Cuban v 
officials. It is said tMy receive their orders from Fidel 
and Raul Castro and Ch^Gnewsra . . 

It is further reported that living quarters are being 
prepared for large numbers of Russians who will arrive in Cuba 
the latter part of December, 1960. These Russians are 
presently studying Spanish and their course of study terminates 
at that time. 

In conclusion, the Cuban Army official reports 
that a group of Russian Naval officers are studying the 
location of submarines and their bases. It is not known by 
source whether this study is being made by the Russians for 
establishment of Russian submarine bases or for the determination 
of the locations of American submarine bases in the 
Caribbean.

The book blames this situation chiefly on foreign 
economic control, particularly U. S., of Cuba and charges that the . 
corrupt military dictatorships which have ruled Cuba for the past ’ 
half century have been supported and condoned by U. S. business interests ,

Huberman and Sweezy trace the course of Castro's revolutionary 4 v 
July 26 Movement as well as developments in Cuba during the first 18 VnS 
months of Castro's regime.

that a conference was held in New York City, August l6 and 
17* 1958* "to guarantee the survival of Marxism-Leninism 
in the USA." At this conference a call was issued for the 
formation of a "Provisional Organizing Committee for the 
Reconstitution of a Marxist-Leninist Party." 

In the same issue of "The Marxist-Leninist 
Vanguard" there is contained "A Declaration" which reads 
in part : 


"Therefore, we of the Marxist-Leninist caucus 
of the old Party, having met in a national conference on 
August l6th - 17th, 1958, have constituted ourselves as 
a Provisional Committee for the Reconstitution of the 
Marxist-Leninist Communist Party."

Also, many of the member# o f the Foreign Legion were 
recruited through the Dominican Consulates throughout the 
world and veterans of the French Foreign Legion were 
recruited through the French Consulate, Arabs were also 
recruited during this same period of time. All of these 
individuals were offered $60,00 per month to "work” and 
all signed labor oontracts of two pears. 

Transportation for these individuals from 
wherever they originated to the Dominican Republic was 
paid for by the Dominican government. During the early 
part of 1959# they started to drift in in small groups 
and ®any came by a French ship to Martinique and then were 
flown by Dominican Airline planes to the Dominican Republic, 

A group of Spaniards came on the French ship Antilles which 
regularly travels from Southampton# England, Vigo^SDain. 
San Juan# Puerto Rico and the Dominican Republic, ■(■V 
stated this ship has slnoe discontinued its stop at the 
Dominican Republic, 

Also, during the first part of 1959# a group 
of approximately 200 Spaniards arrived on the Spanish ship 
Begona which was chartered for this purpose by the Dominican 
Government. One of the officers aboard this snip stated 
that when the ship stopped in the Canary Islands# the men

During May of 1959* approximately two hundred 
additional men arrived in the Dominican Republic, These 
men consisted of individuals of the Middle Eastern 
nationality group, the majority being Greeks, These 
Individuals arrived by special planes which landed at 
night at the Ciudad Trujillo Airport, 


All these men were assembled at Las Calderas 
Naval Base where there were alread^many Cubans being trained 
for an anti-Castro Invasion, stated that during the 

first part of. 1959* an organization called the .Anti- 
communist Foreign Legion was formed which consisted only of 
Dominicans and was used specifically for the purpose of 
being a cover-up organization for the true Foreign Legion. 

I n March of 1959, the Dominican newspapers announced 
the formation of this Anti-Communist Foreign Legion and 
stated that the Legion consisted of twenty-five thousand 
men, each armed with a submachine gun and all were being 
trained to defend the Dominican Republic, The Foreign 
Legion was under the cc 



Later, during 1959* the Foreign Legion was 
taken from Las CalderaB Naval Base to Constanza, a mountain 
village, where they camped at an army post which is located 
near Constanza, At that time the Foreign Legion consisted 
of approximately five hundred men. After their arrival

at Constanza, the foreign element was dissatisfied with 
the food v£iich consisted mostly of cod fish and plant ians. 
The troops were also unhappy due to the severe cold 
weather which they have at Constanza, due to its high 
location and die to the fact that the troops were not 
equipped with any winter clothing. 

At this stage of training, after a day of 
training with weapons, the troops had to turn in their 
weapons to a central supply warehouse, and they were not 
permitted to keep their weapons as they were not, at this 
time, completely trusted by the Dominican Government, 

When the June, 1959 Invasion took place at 
Constanza Military Airport, the Dominican Army ran from the 
Invaders and some of the officers were later shot for 
cowardice in face of the enemy and some are still presently 
in prison because of this. The Foreign Legion was then 
sent after the invaders and many of the legion^ . mbstly 
Spaniards, were either killed or wounded, and many are 
still in the hospitals within the Dominican Republic where 
they are being treated for wounds received. 

After the invasion was repelled and all 
elements of the invasion were captured, the Foreign Legion 
was returned to Las Calderas Naval Base, 

During the latter part of 1959, the Legion 
was taken back to Constanza for training where they were 
issued weapons and which they were allowed to keep in their 
poBsesMen , The food situation was not improved at this

time and the legionnaires revolted, however, the Legion was 
immediately disarmed by elements of the Dominican Army, 
and approximately twenty members of the Foreign Legion 
took to the hills with Dominican Army units after them. 

These legionnaires were attempting to cross into Haiti but 
were captured after a few skirmishes with the Dominican 
Army and returned to Ciudad Trujillo. The ones that 
were returned were then placed in front of a firing squad 
and then executed. At the same time more than two hundred 
of the legion jcii*eainvolved in the revolt were taken to 
La Victoria Prison, Ciudad Trujillo, where they were thrown 
naked in the cells. The majority of these prlsoner^rere 
Spaniards along with some Germans and Greeks. HHF 
stated that several notes were smuggled out of Lavlotoria 
Prison from these individuals with the help of the Dominican 
underground. One note from a Spaniard managed to reach the 
Spanish Embassy in Ciudad Trujillo and a short time later, 
notes of protest were recelvedbjMrtje Dominican Government 
from the Franco Government. JHHH^stated that the Spanish 
press had published the no t e wnicnwa s smuggled out of the 
building to Spain and Franco was very much upset over this 
matter, • as • a result of pressures by Franco, many legionnaires 
were then returned to Spain. The Legion was then transferred 
back to Las Calderas Naval Base^^nd at this time consisted 
of about five hundred men. JH^^Pstated replacements and 
more men had been drifting into the Dominican Republic 
continually during the early parts of 1959. 

At this time, John Abbes suggested that the 
Legion force should number one thousand men, and in order 
to do this he suggested that the ranks be filled up with 
common criminals of the Dominican Republic. The Dominican

criminals, after being convicted and sentenced to prison, 
were given an opportunity to choose between serving one 
third of their sentence as a member of the Foreign Legion 
or the full sentence in prison. As a result, the criminals 
of the Dominican Republic now make up about half of the 
Foreign Legion. 


In March of i960, all the Cubans were taken 
out of the Legion because of an agreement and non-aggression 
pact that was being made with Fidel Castro. 


The Legion, at this time, is bivoua^ed 3 # an 
area near Constanza and are kept on a twenty-four hour alert 
basis, and their training continues every day. At the 
time of the General Castro Leon invasion attempt in Venezuela, 
units of the Foreign Legion were taken to Las Calderas Naval 
Base for preparation to load on landing craft to invade 
Venezue la and join the forces of General Castro Leon.

When Hector Bienvenido Trujillo Molina 
renounced the Dominican presidency and gave the presidency 
to Joaquin Balaguer, units of the Foreign Legion, five 
hundred strong, were taken to Ciudad Trujillo to a naval 
base called Feria de La Paz in event of any civil uprisings.

is later heard to state that all Commanders were 
given direct orders from Trujillo, that in case of a 
revolution, the Legion would advance from Constanza to 
the Ciudad Trujillo laying waste everything in its 
path and killing everyone in between. 

The Legion presently consists of one 
thousand well-trained and equipped men. They fse&y 
camoiisSaged uniforms, the typ^worj^py the United States 
Marines during World War II. flHP described the Foreign 
Legion as being a well -trained force in mountain and Jungle 
warfare, and the Legion is considered a powerful force 
that can move in a few hours notice against either internal 
or external enemies of Trujillo. 



The Foreign Legion is equipped with European 
made arms for the most part. They have Fal Belgium made 
automatic rifles, foreign made submachine guns. World War 
II German 88 anti tank guns, 40, 60, 81 and 4.2mm mortars, 
fragmentation .hand grenades.

He stated that he had submitted his resignation 
to President OSVALDO D0RTIC0S, president of Cuba, In 
November, 1960, but the sane was not accepted. He felt 
that his arrest might occur at any moment and on 
November 13, 1960, he was accepted as a political refugee 
by the Argentine Eabassy in Havana. He subsequently was 
accompanied by the Argentina Ambassador to the airport 
at Havana, and allowed to depart under safe conduct 
with a transit visa for Argentina, but upon arrival in the

United States, he requested political stylus. He stated 
he is presently residing at 30 Southwest 59th Avenue, 
Miami. 


Dr. MENENDEZ stated he had resigned inasmuch as 
he no longer had any judicial authority or prestige, and 
there is actually no need for a Court under the present 
Cuban system of government. 

Dr. MENENDEZ stated that since 1909, judges 
are prohibited from engaging in any kind of political 
activity other than voting. He felt that the 1940 
Constitution of Cuba was very liberal, well written, 
provided for an ample protective bill of rights and 
recourse to habeas corpus. Ha felt that a great deal of 
dignity and prestige had been attached to the Supreme 
Court of Cuba and its Justices; he noted that he 
only lacked 3% years for retirement, since retirement 
is provided for at age 60 and 30 years of service. 

With regard to the specific moves of the 
CASTRO revolutionary government which encroached upon, 
curtailed or totally eliminated judicial authority. Dr. 
MENENDEZ named the following: 

He pointed out that the Supreme Court in 
Cuba is divided into sections which are civil, criminal, 
administrative, labor, and sect ionaip constitutional 

reviews . 

The right of appeal was taken away from those 
sentenced before revolutionary tribunals for counter- 
revolutionary activities, treason, espionage or other 
activities considered as directed against the security 
of the state. 

The right of settling administrative disputes 
was taken away and placed under an administrative 
officer.

WBMP was arrested 
by FIDEL CASTRO and his trial was a public spectacle 
before a revolutionary tribunal in which FIDEL CASTRO 
ranted and spewed vehement accusations for a marathon 
time of seven hours. Dr. MENENDEZ stated nothing that 
FIDEL CASTRO said would have been admissible under the 
strict rules of evidence, since it wSs all hearsay, opinion 
and propaganda.

He stated some of the trials and executions 
and confiscation of properties in Cuba were not 
constitutional under the Constitution of 1940, but the 
dons ti tut ion had been amended by the Ministers so that 
the trials were constitutional. 


He pointed to the Agrarian Reform and stated 
it was constitutional because it was simply incorporated 
into, and made a part of the Constitution. Actually, the 
Constitution and law of 1940 was not followed at all 
in the confiscation and re-distribution of properties.

Dr. MEHEMDEZ pointed out that he had been in 
the Argentine Enbassy for over a month before being 
allowed to depart ^er safe conduct. He, therefore, 
had no current information regarding what haddPtppened 
in Cuba in the immediate past 40 days. He had no 
specific information concerning Russians, Czechoslovakians, 
Red Chinese or other foreigners in Cuba, except that 
there were some technicians of each of the above three 
natiJtaallties in Cuba. He stated the situation in 
general in Cuba is extremely critical. The large imports, 
which formerly were a rich source of income through 
Customs duties, have fallen off so that they are 
absolutely insignificant; former big companies which 
paid huge taxes to the Cuban government have, of course, 
all been taken over by the Cuban government, and that 
Source of income has also been eliminated; the economic 
situation is critical and domestic help is starving for 
lack of bare essentials. 

Dr. MENENDEZ stated he had no opinion regarding 
the possible length of time the CASTRO government might 
be able to continue its rule in Cuba.

The given 
purpose for the formation of the Legion was to have well- 
trained antl-Oommunlat forces In the Caribbean in battle 
readiness to move against any Communist force which might 
be formed there, The actual Purpose for the creation of 
the legion was to oreate fear among the Caribbean and 
Latin American countries by showing them that Trujillo had 
a weXJ,-tralned force to protect his interests, which force 
he could utilise without directly Involving the Dominican 
Armed forces or the Dominican Government. The legion was 
actually formed around March* 1959. Recruiting offices were

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Dominican Republic In the early part of 1959 from Spain 
on the SS "BegonaVi Many of them were Spaniards who had 
served In the French Foreign Legion and who fought in the 
campaigns In fndo China, including some veterans from 
Dienbienphu, They were told that they would be sent to 
the Dominican Republlo as workers, and would receive a 
salary of 460,00 a month. They did not know they would 
be required to serve In military force. Many Greeks 
arrived In March of 1959 and about the same time many 
Arabs from Algiers and North Africa arrived, many of whom 
had also served in the French Foreign legion. At that 
time, many Cuban exiles were recruited Into the Foreign 
legion, in addition to the foreigners, many Dominican 
common criminals were allowed to serve in the Legion rather 
than serve Jail sentences. These were not political prisoners, 
but were persons accused of ordinary crimes. During the 
Invasion of the Dominican Republic in June of 1959# by 
Dominican exile groups from Cuba, units of the Foreign Legion, 
including many Cubans, fought the Invaders in the Constanza 
and Puerto Plata areas, and were extremely euecessful In 
containing and eventually eliminating the Invasion groups.

If the united 
States offers active assistance to Cuban exiles, Trujillo 
will send his Legion against Cuba to be on the winning side.
